"First of all." says Dave tirler, 
Chairinun of the local WUS Com- 
mittee, "It will go toward tho 
building of a health centre at 
Delhi University In India. The 
health of students In India Is very 
poor, many having Til, malaria, 
d.vseiilery. and many ^ufferln^; 
from iilaiii malnutrition, 'rhu 
liealth centre Is desperately need- 
ed at Delhi, where there are some 
S,OOU students whoso only chance 
of receiving proper examination 
and treatment Is at ono pitifully 
small and overworked clinic. "I'lie 
main prnlilcm is not the sending 
of stopgap help, hut in preventa- 
tive incnsures. .Most of all, Delhi 
students need facilities for yearly 
medical chckups, .(or.XrrayB, and 
for tho various inoculations and 
va<'ciiiat lolls that can stop disease 
hoforo it gets started." 

Tile World University Service, 
wlilch has already started oli hull- 
ding of tho ceiitro In Delhi, also 
provides funds for slinilnr projects 
in the field of student health 
throughout South-Kast Asia and 
in the Middle Knst. The or^ani- 
r.atlun also runs a Til sanalarium 
In , Switzerland, as well as ono In 
South India and one at Oauhatl.

1) The meals are much worse than can 
be justified by the quality of the food used. 

2) The quality of the food itself is 

sometimes of a rather dubious nature and 
debatable age. 

3) the servings are often insufficient 
to satisfy the most meagre of appetites. 

4) That eaten or not, the meals have to 
be paid for. I^Iany students for ùifferent 
reasons miss a great deal of their, meals 
and pay for the meal that they did not eat. 
This means they pay for the same meal 
twice. 

It is granted that some dinners have 

been excellent. But the frequency of these 
meals is too low. Residents do not want 
luxurious repasts, they just want good, 
plain food, meals that can be eaten with 
eyes and nose open and without removing 
tho taste buds. And meals that do not Itave 
to be followed up with eighty cent snacks 
two hours later. 

Also, some system should be arranged 
whereby if a resident does not intend to 
cat at the residence lie does not have to 
pay for the meal he misses.

Dear Sir: 

It is always easier for restlofri .Tiid dlssatlefied 
elements to attack an established instliutiun thun 
tor tho Institution to justify itself to such ele- 
ments, who may range from fanatical reformers 
to the seekers after case, who feel that their 
■calm and placid existence Is disturbed and 
threatened by soractlilug thai restricts iliclr de- 
mocratic right to order their pursuits aicordiiig 
to their own desires, and may even require them 
to exert themselves. 

For several reasons tho Department of Class- 

. les refrained from accepting tho iovitatlon of the 
McGill Daily to mount tho hustings and eiiitaKu 
In the exciting arguments of the Thursday issue: 
first, because, altlioiii,'h the Btiident boily lias tlic 
right to express preleriMiccs in academic studies 
and even to lobby for changes therein, the aca- 
demic policy involved lies solely within tho com- 

. petonco of the Faculty; secondly, in order to 
discover who were the adversaries In the debate; 

^ thirdly, to note the typo of criticisms advanced, 
and fourthly, to observe the manner and lone 
ot tho discussion. There was neither complacency 
nor a dictatorial attitude In the refusal. 

Tho Dally made an excellent feature of tho 
balance and arrangement of opinions on tho 
point at issue, and the layout was In its best 
traditions. Tho comments wero calm and reason- 
able, and the Judgments pro and con seemed 
fairly even. The exception was an Ivory Towi-r 
article the lauKuagc and thought of which aff- 
orded a good argument for the study of Latin. 
When tho writer mentioned "students subjected 
to the certain courses in Latin or Greek", he 
probably did not mean (as tho Latinist would see 

v^lt)J."th^ well-defined and well-oslabllshed courses 

i In tàtln or Greek." Several phrases In the article 



were (lulle undignified and perhaps bordered 
on libel. Uut the "loud mooing of the sacred 
cow or the braying of lis defenders" Is likely 
to bo drowned out by tho crackling of thorns 
.under a pot and its proverbial analogue. 

A little more acqualiitnnco with Latin might 
also have saved the cartoonist from ascribing 
to lil.s LaliiiiKt the words "I.ailn Is the mother 
of ^-lorlous dally provisions," all hough Ihofo 
suckled at this source will admit that the nour- 
ishment and Eustinence obtained therefrom servo 
them well for such contingencies- as tho present 
defence. 

Tho truth Is that acceinablc and convincing 
l)roofs on botli sides of tlio ari^ument »u- not 
easy to list In any statistical way, and Hie dis- 
cussion ruseiubles the argumeuls of olilldreii, 
—"It Is!" "It Isn't!" "it Is bo!" "it Is not!" and 
so nd Infiniluni. 

Tho undergraduates most entitled lo bo 
heard on the subject arc those who have hecn 
"subjected to Latin", and such surveys as have 
been carried out by tlie deiiartment indicate that 
,ihe majority of such students feel that they have 
benefitted by the exposure. On tlio present lines 
of the discussion, I should at least venture the 
modest assertion that a student who has studied 
Latin will make a better doctor or a belter law- 
yer or a better politician or even 4 better en- 
gineer than one who has not.
